Minister Leischman has cabled the 
state department that he called at the 
foreign office again last night and 
presented the American demands for 
an immediate investigation of the re-

assassination of Vice Consul 


Magelssen. 


The minister of foreign 
affairs, 


while denying all kriowledge of the 
affair, and attempting to discredit the 
report, promised an Immediate inves- 
tigation and prompt punishment of 
the guilty persons. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 28— Presi- 


dent Roosevelt issued orders that the 
European squadron, under command 
of Admiral Cotton, should proceed 
Immediately to Beirut, Syria, to be in 
readiness to support any demand 
made by the United States on Turkey 
on account of the assassination ol 
William C. Magelssen, United States 
Tlce consul at Beirut 


Minister Leishman, Constantinople, 


who reported the fact to the state de- 
partment, has been instructed by the 
state department to demand a thor- 
ough investigation of the affair and 
the punishment of those involved in 
the crime. The European squadron, 
consisting of three warships, has been 
ordered to proceed immediately to 
Beirut to support the demands of the 
United States minister should this be 
found necessary. This measure was 
determine^ on as a result of confer- 
ences which have been held over tel- 
egraph and telephone wires between 
Washington and President Roosevelt 
at Oyster Bay. The president felt 
that no time should be lost in dis- 
patching Admiral Cotton's squadron 
to Turkish waters. 


Americans In Danger. 


The president instructed Acting Sec- 


retary Darling that immediate orders 
be given Admiral Cotton to proceed 
at once. The president's determina- 
tion to lose no time in getting the 
•quadron to Beirut was also due in 


. part to Information received by Act-

Fifteen soldiers, 
one a captain, were killed, and over 
sixty injured, twelve dangerously. 


Rome, Aug. 28—The king ana 


queen arrived at Udme, the chief 
town on the eastern frontier, 60 miles 
northeast of Venice, for the grand 
army maneuvers 
They met with an 


enthusiastic 
reception, the 
signifi- 


cance of which was heightened by a 
splendid demonstration by many In- 
habitants of the Italian provinces still 
subject to Austria. These with flags, 
flowers and leaflets, demonstrated in 
favor of a union of the Trieste prov- 
ince with Italy. Cries were raised of 
"Long live Italian Trieste," while a 
number of women from the Austrian 
town 'came specially to Udine and, 
surrounding the carriage of the king, 
cried "Long live Victor, the lord ol 
Trieste," and "Long live our liberator 
king."

Washington, Aug. 28. — Secretary 


Hitchcock has determined to send to 
Indian Territory a man not connected 
with the department of interior to in- 
vestigate the conditions there exist- | 
Ing in regard to the charges of fraud 
being practiced upon the Indians, 


Since early last spring the sec- 


retary has been giving a large share 
of his personal attention to the situ- 
ation in the territory and a aumbe*' 
of the inspectors and other officials of" 
the department have been engaged in 
the effort to ferret out frauds and pro- 
tect the Interests of the Indians. 


The secretary made a tour of the 


territory in May largely for the'pur- 
pose of making inquiry regarding re- 
ports that had come to him of efforts 
to deprive the Indians of their rich 
landed inhertance, and the result o£ 
this . personal investigation was to 
confirm the report that there was a 
persistent effort to secure the Indian 
lands at prices far below their real 
value. 


As a consequence of this inquiry he 


made a radical revision of the xegula-, 
tions for the sale of the allotted lands, 
and 
the 
developments since * that 


change was made indicate that he has 
saved the Indians a large percentage 
over what would have been paid them 
if the original regulations had stood. 


Not Government Officials. 


The secretary realizes that while 


there may be shortcoming* on the 
part of some of the government ofli- 
cials, there are, on the other hand, 
many men not employed by the gov- 
ernment who have grievances against 
these same officials and are disposed 
to make all the trouble for them they 
can. These men he designates as 
"grafters," and the feeling in the de- 
partment is that any official who may 
oppose their designs is certain to be 
made the subject of the harshest cen- 
sure by them. The secretary an- 
nounces his determination to protect 
officials who are doing their duty 
against the schemes of such people. 


Several officials who already havo 


been detected in questionable transac- 
tions have been summarily dismissed, 
while the resignations of others have 
been requested. The secretary takes 
the position that it does not promote 
the public interest to publish tho 
names of dismissed officials. 


These dismissals and others oc- 


curred before the Indian Rights asso- 
ciation had called attention to irregu- 
larities in the territory, and most of 
them were the result of the personal 
Investigations of the secretary.
